There are many KCtiona of rountry 
vhich have been io permanont pasture 
from lime i id me too rill, anil their owners 
-re afraid lo make the ?lightest change 
in their inode of oar. forgetting the good 
t Id rule *' like begets like.” and where 
l!it loam has a fair depth, that the plow- 
il-g of one grass crop, with proper amend 
nienta. is sure to produce another, and 
that il this plowing Is- of sufficient depth 
to he accompanied by sub-soiling, that 
in ninety-nine cases in a hundred, the 
lo*s of time while out nf grass is more 
Ilian compensated for by the superior 
rivps when again restored to gras<. 

Where soils arc very thin, or the grass 
is rot well established, or i* insufficient 
in ijtiantity, then we should remcmlier 
that just as animals fail for want of suf¬ 
ficient sustenance. so may each individ¬ 
ual grass-plant be suffering for want of 
proper conditions: and although these 
conditions may not !*> attainable In the 
lull.•! extent, they may at least in de¬ 
gree. and this nu\ be brought about liy 
tbc free use of a soil lifter: and we have 
vi i lo hear of the first grass field where 
this implement catinot be used with profit 
for such purjH-M-s. The larger s-ixed 
sub-soil lifter should he usd.that known 
as t This, aidi six oxen, may be car- 
ri* d through any sod held, not contain¬ 
ing -tone of too great size, to a depth 
of nineteen imhes, morel' nuking a cut 
cut through the sod which closes up be¬ 
hind the plow. The whole tuas- is raised 
one inch or less, and falls back in its 
place immediately behind the plow, but 
not without thorough disintegration be¬ 
ing produced to a depth of nineteen 
irn-hes. still leaving the sod oeeupying 
the -urface ; for it must he remembered 
that the suh-'oil lifter i- a flat sole, trav¬ 
eling nioeri'cn inches'below the snrfaci like 
a mole that the solution of its forces is up¬ 
ward i:id outward : no furrow is turned, 
and the whole distance to the surfa«v is 
render* d as Sue as by the ordinary surface- 
plow The old roots of tLr grass which 
ki'r leased to be effective are suffered to 
df ay . nd thus bec-otae pabulum for the 
arti'e plants : tin- atmosphere is suffered 
to pemeate the soil. pass in through 
tbev -:b-soil cut*, and the whole field 
with its entire material is improved. We 
know of no pasturage which has re¬ 
mained unbroken for fixe consecutive 
_vear». which would not be improved by 
such treatment It should be remem¬ 
bered that unless the roots of grasses 
■rr in a healthy condition.their functions 
cannot be operative, and ibervforv thor¬ 
ough a-nuion is a necessity, not only to 
prepare the neevssary pabulum from the 
rnnstitf. nts of the soil itself, but to in¬ 
sure the absence of drouth and a con 
tinned degree of humidity to enable 
then; to avail of jiimunding advantages. 

Tup dressing on pastures without this 
soibliltii.g, seeuis to he useless: even 
the digi t mulching during Winter, so 
M-rvb-e.ii.Ie on w< 11 prepared lands, is of 
but little use in sod-bound fields: but af¬ 
ter the ib-c*y of redundant roots, caused 
by the Ji'ting nf the soil, then the vari¬ 
ous materials lor to|>-drt-ssing may be 
applied "iih great profit. In England a 
great JeaJ of sueb land has been under¬ 
drain- I. without taking it out of grass. 
mer> N -uffering the grass to replace it¬ 
self » "-turning the sod previously re- 
m-.vi-d to the surface of the drains : and 
thi- pm ess has always been pur-ned 
wiih pri.fit. Hut there they have not 
the liMitig oub-'uil plow, and couseipient- 
ly they could not combine the advan¬ 
tage 1 * of ’(Oih iiaderdraiding and sub-soil 
plowing, without the removal of the sod. 
From un Icri!rain« alone the a-ration of 
the -"-I i slow, but when accompanied 
by tui« soil lifting principle, it becomes 
immediae. 

The advantages accruing to soil# by 
ihi* ireatment. are not only great while 
in pa*ttirage. but they arc prepared for 
being ll.rotvn into other uses whenever 
reij-nrvd.and although furnishing pastur¬ 
age. the - arc still in a condition resem¬ 
bling f. llow for future crops. In soil* 
mi tn-at'-d, there will b« effctf> organic 
matt* r. all of which will he converted in¬ 
to ready pabulum for the standing crop, 
and tli lie coarse gra«srs and loul grant 
common to pastures will gradually dia- 
apje-or. giving place lo growths of bet¬ 
ter -piaJitv. In ferruginous soils the ad- 
mi-.-iuii of atmosphere creates the great¬ 
er cha iges: the sulphurvt of iron, if it 
exist. ti changed to the sulphate, and 
from >u soluble character passes slowly 
away . if it exist in excess, top-dressing* 
of lino?, even slight in quantity, will cor¬ 
rect the soil, decomposing the sulphate 
of iro.i as rapidly as formed, resulting 
in sulfate of lime and protoxyd of iron, 
neither of which will be hurtful to the 
gra-s crop.— Porter't Spirit o f the Timet.
